Nelson News: A rich atrike is report- 
ed from North East Kootenay. Pros- 
pectors on the North Fork of Toby 
creek, an affluent of the Columbia, have 
found a vein of very high grade silver. 
The location is near the line of the Kout- 
enay Central Railway. 

S. 8. Fowler, who has lately returned 
from a visit to the Paradise mine, states 
that, while work is progressing in many 
mines and claims in that district, no 
definite advance can be made until trans- 
portation facilities are secured. 

“We are working at the Paradise,’’ 
said Mr. Fowler, ‘with a force of halfa 
dozen men. Everything ie satisfactory 
80 far. There is no object in hastening 
development. Wecan’t ship until the 
railway is through. 

“I don’t think anything has been 
done yet towards beginning railway con- 
struction. There ie a party of about 15 
jmen, chiefly Galicfane, in camp abont 
miles south of Golden. They are 
said to be the advance guard of a con- 
struction party.
